Taken to Hospital in Columbus Thursday for an Op- 
eration — May Amputate.- 


Trouble Started With Small Sore On Leg Soon Spread 


And Now Only Shreds Of Flesh Remain — Suffers 
Terrible Pain. 


With nothing but shreds*of flesh clinging to the bones of his right leg 


between the knee and the ankle, the result of a peculiar disease which 
has baffled locaJ physicians, Jacob Hammer, 74 years old, a prominent Co- 
shocton county farmer living at Spring Mountain, was taken to Colurrfbus 
Thursday noon where an attempt will be made to cure the man of the di- 
sease by an operation. It may be necessary to amputate the leg at the 
knee. 


Before leaving Coshocton Mr. Hammer was taken to Squire Wimmer's 


office in the Selby building at Main street where his will was drawn up.
